Despite the exposure by the Daily Worker of plans for 
A revived “America First” pro-Hitler meeting in Brooklyn 
this coming Friday, neither federal nor local authorities 
yesterday had made any move to stop it. 

Furthermore, the local head of the Prospect Park 
YMCA, where the meetipg is scheduled to be held, ad- 
mitted that he knew the purpose of the secret affair but 
that he would permit the meeting to go on as scheduled. 

These amazing developments can be recorded even 
though Homer J. Haase, the local chieftain of this defeat- 
ist outfit, admitted to the Daily Worker, as reported yes- 
terday, that he was a former America Firster, that he is 
seeking a “negotiated peace” and is organizing for the 
re-election of defeatists to Congress. 

Fred R. Berlind, executive secretary of the men’s 
division of the Prospect Park “Y” said that he had rented 
the meeting room to Haase and that he knew of Haase’s 
former America First activity. 

Mr. Berlind explained that he was allowing the defeat- 
ist group to meet in the “Y” in line with the “Y” policy 
of “free discussion.” We asked him if “free discussion” 
included discussion of “peace without victory” with Amer- 
ica’s enemies. 

He was then read those parts of the Americans for 
Peace newsletter which declared for an immediate nego- 
tiated “peace without victory” with the Axis. 

He said that he still saw no reason for cancelling the 
meeting.

It would appear from reports and eyewitness stories trickling 
in in increasing. volume that at least the integral element of the 
offensive striking power of the Japanese Navy—the carrier-force— 
had been seriously crippled in the battle of Midway.

This 


SupremeCourtRuling 
Hits Newspaper Men 


Unions here saw a plus and minus in the decisions of the 
Supreme Court Monday on overtime rates of pay. 

One decision, in the case of the Overnight Transporta- 
tion Co. of Baltimore, definitely ruled that all time worked 


over the regular 40-hour week, must be paid at time and one 
half of the “regular, not the mini-@ 
mum wage.” In that case the high 
court turned down the company’s 
contention that it is obliged to pay 
time anc one half only on the basis 
of the “minimum” rates provided 
in the Wage and Hour Law. This 
decision improves the position of 
white collar workers. 


INDIVIDUAL CONTRACTS 


,In a second decision, in the case 

of the publishers of the Dallas 
Morning News, A. 8S. Belo Corp. 
publishers, the Supreme Court up- 
held the rights of an employer to 
make an “individual” agreement) 
with an employe regarding payment 
and hours provided scales do not 
come below the minimum in the 
Wage-Hour Law.

Intercity Bus 
Operations to 
Be Curtailed 


WASHINGTON, June 9 (UP).— 
The Office of Defense Transporta- 
tion, in a sweeping order effective 
July 1, today placed intercity bus 
operations throughout the country 
under wartime regulations, can- 
celling all express service and dis- 
continuing routes to places of 
amusement. 

The order also discontinues exist- 
ing schedules which do not come 
up to certain efficiency standards 
and calls on bus companies to pool 
their services over _ competitive 
routes. 

The order defines intercity serv- 
ice as routes operating outside of 
a 15-mile limit of a city and sched- 
ules on which the average fare is 
more than 35 cents.

Cer- 
tainly, the affiliation of the three most power- 
ful labor movements in the world would 


speed up the establishment of a Western 
Front now to beat Hitler this year. 

Affiliation of the American unions to the 
Anglo-Soviet Committee will be fundamental 
not only in winning the war but in bringing 
about the collaboration of the three power- 
ful countries necessary for handling post-war 
issues. Thus, Walter Lippmann in the Herald 
Tribune last Saturday pointed out that “Rus- 
sia is the natural ally of the United States” 
and that, “if there is to be a peace in the 
world, that peace has to be made in full part- 
nership between the English-speaking sea 
powers and the land power of Russia.” 

The CIO National Executive Board at its 
meeting last week went on record for affilia- 
tion of American labor to the Anglo-Soviet 
Trade Union Committee, and authorized its 
officers to take the necessary practical steps 
to achieve it. Citrine a few weeks ago ad- 
dressed the A. F. of L. Executive Council 
which still has not made public its disposition 
of Citrine’s appeal. Especially are AFL 
bodies throughout the country duty bound to 
make their voices heard on this urgent issue. 
Meanwhile all labor should urge the speediest 
affiliation of American unions to the Anglo- 
Soviet labor committee as a win-the-war 
need. 


Finish Off the Wounded Beast 


®:Hitler’s intensified attacks upon the Soviet 
port of Sevastopol is a continuation of his 
spring offensive against all the United 
Nations including our own country. 
» The Nazis hope to wrest the initiative from 
the Red Army and to further their des- 
perate attempts to get hold of the Caucasus 
to replenish their dwindling oil supply. 
Timoshenko disrupted Hitler’s plans around 
Kharkov and, from press reports, the Red 
Army and the Soviet population are hurling 
back the Nazis at Sevastopol. In fact, the 
legendary achievement of Sevastopol—which 
while under siege for 219 days actually drove 
the Nazis back—will stand with the defense 
of Moscow, Leningrad and other cities in 
the annals of military and world history. 
But the Nazis are still strong. They have 


been dealt smashing blows by the Red Army 
—but they are dangerous yet like a mon- 
strous beast that has been seriously 
wounded. 

Now is the time to finish off Hitler with 
another land front in Europe. This will 
strangle the Nazis between the Red Army 
on the Soviet front and the British-Amer- 
ican armies in the West. 

So far as the danger to our country—to 
New York—is concerned, Sevastopol is at 
our front door. The brave Soviet men and 
women who fight there are defending Amer- 
ica. Our country’s immediate national safety 
requires not only the speediest and fullest 
material aid to the Soviet Union, but the 
opening up of a Second Land Front in Europe 
without a moment’s delay.

Out of the Fires of War 


More Tanks, More Planes, Stalin Said: 
And Soviet Plants Smashed All Records 


(By Wireless te Inter-Continent News) — 

MOSCOW, June 9.—Throughout 
the long winter, in which retreat 
followed retreat, Hitler's propagan- 
dists trumpeted to the world of the 
irresistible “Spring offensive” the 
Nazis would launch. 

The snow melted, the birds flew 


.north, the trees bloomed—only the 


Nazis failed to blossom forth, 

Of the reasons for this not the 
least are the epic achievements of 
Soviet war industries, especially the 
tank industry. In the month of 
May, when Marshal Semyon Tim»d- 
shenko stole Hitler's thunder witb 
his Kharkov offensive, the Soviet 
tank industry backed up this bold 
move by smashing to smithereens 
every previous production record. 

May was the first month of the 
Socialist emulation campaign ini- 
tiated in Soviet plants following 
Premier Joseph Stalin’s order of 
the Day on May Day. The achieve- 
ments of this 30-day drive are the 
handwriting on the wall for Hitler 
for each passing month will see the 
old production records broken in 
turn. 

TANK OUTFUT AWARDS 


The leading tank builders have 
been decorated for their work. Four 
plants received awards. Of these 
three were plants which were evac- 
uated to the east and thus had to 
start from scratch. Some statistics 
will give an idea of the magnitude 
of the accomplishment. 

Plant No. 183 turned out 11.2’ per 
cent more tanks than its quota 
called for. The Urals machine- 
building plant started turning out 
new models in May and exceeded its 
quota by 40 per cent. When one 
bears in mind that the quotas 


themselves represented approxim- 
ately 10 to 20 per cent increases 
over the previous high, these new 
marks are remarkable accomplish- 
ments. 

The Kirov plant, formerly in the 
Leningrad area, Was one of those 
decorated. The workers had pledged 
to exceed the State plan by five 
per cent. At the end of the month, 
however, they had exceeded it by 
17 per cent. The plant produced 
43 per cent more Diesel tank en- 
gines than its quota, in addition to 
sending large quantities of tank 
parts to replacement centers. 

“These dry figures,” plant director 
S. Manokhin said, “embody tre- 
mendous efforts of the workers. 
The Socialist emulation within the 
plant itself, between departments, 
sections, teams, foremen and indi- 
vidual workers also acquired an ex- 
tensive scope. .. .” 

Manokhin revealed that a danger- 
ous bottleneck developed in the en- 
gine departments at the beginning 
of May. Immediately workers of all 
other departments offered to help. 
Skilled workers from other sections 
were transferred to the engine de- 
partment and within a few days the 
kinks were ironed out and pro- 
duction streaked ahead. 


PLANES KEEP PACE 


The same process was observed 
in other industries. While output 
increased, Soviet planes continued 
to maintain their qualitative edge 
over the Nazis in the air. This has 
kept Nazi losses at the front at a 
three to one ratio with those of 
the Red Air Force. . 


The results of this campaign were 
immediately seen in the battle of 
Kharkov, “where the Soviet fliers 


seized control of the air and never 
relinquished it despite the masses of 
aircraft thrown into battle by the 
Luftwaffe. The new MIG’s and 
YAK’'s drove the new Messer- 
schmitts and Heinkels from the 
skies. 

Three. plants won laurels in air- 
craft production. They were Air- 
craft Factories 18 (which launched 
the Socialist ulation drive) and 
292 and Aircraft Engine Works 29. 
Evacuated to the interior, plant 18 
organized production in the shortest 
time of any plant in the country. 
In addition, they overfulfilled their 
quota by five per cent. 

Plan 292 exceeded its quota by six 
per cent, at the same time intro- 
ducing considerable improvements 
in the craft. Seven other enterprises 
received second place awards for 
aircraft production. 

In the iron and steel industry 
first place was won by the Blast 
Furnace Department of the Mag- 
nitogorsk Works, the Open Hearth 
Department of the No. 1 Kuznetsk 
Works, the ‘Rolled Metal Depart- 
ment in the Kuznetsk plant, the 
Coke Department of the Kemerovo 
Plant and the Vysokogorsk ore 
mine. 

All the winners were awarded the 
Red Banners of the State Defense 
Committee and prizes. 

“The May results are only the 
beginning,” Pravda, Communist 
Party organ, declared. “The main 
results are still to come. There 


must be a steady stream of sup- ' 


plies to the front. . . . With the 
aid of the entire Soviet people, the 
Red Army will make 1942 the year 
ef the final rout of ‘the German
